$ make an explanation of the 
ſame to your ſelte, with the 
IN > <S reſt of my good friends, and 
now comming to a tulneſſe of affection, I am 
here to giue youa certification, of all the occur- 
rances and paſlages inſeruice from thoſe trouble- 
ſome parts of Germanie , whereI am now reſ\t- 
dent:and although Lama little preuented,in lay- 
ing open the tull diſcourſe of our Tournalls or 
Martch , by the departure of many of our Regi- 
ment thatare returned: backe to England , who 
hath reported more thenlam able to write, yet 
neuertheleſle , will I giue you a touch of our tra-

uaile and martch, as my remembrance will giue 
me leaue. 

Firſt, wee had aquicke paſſage to Roterdam, 
from thence to Delfe., where wee were muſte- 
red for the King of Bohewiia , and was billited 
there for threeweekes , where we had our Appa- 
rel! , our Hats, and Colours, with our Armes 
giuen to vs: fromthence we Marcht vp the River 
of knine to Kayſe; where we ſtayed vetill we heard 
from his Excellence; from thence we Marcht vp 
the Ame, vntill wee came right againſt w/e, 
where his Excellence lay with twenty thouſand 
Horſe and Foote, and mounted his Ordinance 
againſt #eſe//, where wee lay in leaguer the-moſt 
part of Iuly , vatill the Bridge was made ouecr 
the &hjne: and thefirft of Auguſtwe Marchtouer 
the Kine; his Excellencies Musketicres gaue vs 
three volleyes of ſhot at our departing : from 
thence we Marcht, accompanicd with Graue Herr 
rick, and his tronpes of Horie,and when we came 
to our lodging ,, wee were entertayned by the 

Boores of la Countrey,with freſh Straw, Bread, 
and Beere,, and whatclfe wee could ger, and ſo 
Marcht forwards, ſometimes twenty miles a day, 
ſometimes more, and ſomctimeslefle: but Spry 
a»/a rmade account to cut vs off eucry man of vs z 
& becauſe we Marcht extraordinary, he reported 
the Diuclldid icade vs; bur Iam ſure that God 
was our guide and defender, and fo wee Marcht 
vntil] wee cametoa Towne called Ben/wm, where 
v/e Were billited three daycs, where we had good 
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Wine in aboundance r and good cheare with it. 
The Wine was commonly ſet on the Table in a 
Pailc or ſome ſuch like veſſell, whereinwee ftiled 
Our glafſe , and dranke euery man his belly. tull. 
From this Towne wee Marcht towards Azze, 
where dwelleth Graxe Henrickes ifter who is Prin- 
ceſſc of that place, and ſhe Royally came to vs in- 

the Field, with other Gallants in-their Caroches, 

guarded with Horſe and Foote , whom courte- 
ouſly grcered our Lords and Captaines,we ftand- 


ing in Battalizmanner,which when ſhe returned, 
wee Marchrt: to a littic Dorpe. necre adioyning, 
where wee had two Alarums thatnight, which 


cauſed moſtotvstoleaueour vittuals behind vs : 
ſome their meate a boyling, and ſome roſting, 


whictr Was a'great griefe vnto. vs: being tungry 


me next days Aiſoit was the. firfttime thar wee 
had any Alarumi, and fo wee Marcht from that 
Dorpe towards wormes, where wee Marchr oucr 
the. River, and:ſo thorough #ormes to a Dorpe- 
fixc miles diſtant from that place , and' ſo wee 
Marchrtvp and downe vntill wee did meete with 
the Princes of the Vnion,, who-1oyned with our. 
forces to meete Spinasla,who lay then ina Towne 
called#pnam, which was: yeelded ro him ,. and 
there he-Entrenchr his Forces,that by no mcanes 
poſſible they could remoue him our ; wherefore 
the General gaue command to draw our Forces: 
Into Field to give, him batraile, and ſowe Marcht 
vntill wee bad ſight of his: Forces , and wee. 
Mazcht about: to get the winds of them (Age 
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which we obtayned, and then our Generall gaue 
commaund to draw out part out of euery Com- 
pany,to beof the Forlorne Hope, to giue the on- 
ſer, whereof my ſelfe was one of the number, and 
Doctor Burges our Miniſter did encourage vs to 
fight valiantly, and did affure vs wee ſhould finde 
our reward in heauen: whereupon we feaſted our 
{clues with ſuch vituals as wee had, and threw 
| away our Snap-ſackes, with all-our Prouifion, 
both linnen and woollen, becauſe it would be 
troubleſome tovs, and couragiouſly proutding 
vs for the battaile, and vpon the ſuddaine wee 
heard the Enemies Drums beate a Martch,where 
wee diſcried them to Martch backe againe to our: 
Lodgings the next. morning}, for wee remay- 
ned 1n the Field all that night ,' the next day our 
Generall had noticegiuen him, that the Enennies 
did martch towards the Citie of wormes, where- 
tore hee gaue commaund the ncxrt night to 
martch without ſound of Drumme, or. diſplay» 
ing our Coulours, thinking to meete with him' 
before he came to YVormes : but the Enemic had 
antelligence of our comming, wherefore they re- 
turned backe into their Trenches that night, be- 
ing extreamecolde, that it killed many, of our 
Souldiers, as namely Captaine Trw/ell,my Licu- 
tenant, and diuers others, whom died when they 
came to Garrifon into Frankendale , which was & 
little betor Chriſtmas , for the Rayne and Snow 
began to fall, thatwee were not able to lye any 
longer in the Fields : wherefore wee marcht into 

Frankenaalc, 
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Frankenaale , where we haue duty enough putvp.. 
on vs, for euery third night wewatch at the Ports 
and Bulwarkes , ſtanding Sentinell onthe walles 


with our Armes in our hands :: we do make them 


ro ſtand,behe friend or foe, and cry que vel/a? be- 
fides Alarums, which often times falles out,ſome 
times two or three inaweeke: wee had Alarum 
on the Saterday night before Shroue-Sunday, 
where wee were drawneall onthe walls, and on 
thenext night tollowing wee were drawne out of 
tac Towne, expecting to meete with ſome of the 
Enemltes Forces , burwedidnot; and marching 
neere vnto Wormes Without ſound of Drumme or 
diſplaying our Coulours, they thoughtvs to be 
Encmies, wherctore they thotat vs, and hurt two 
of our Company, wherefore wee diſcricd our 
{clucs, and Marchtbacke againe : and now wee 
are ceraified' that Zepoltsrthe Empcrours brother 
is comming downe with twelue thouſand to ayde 
Aarques Spindola againſt vs, and they haue repor- 
ted to beſfiege this Towne and wormes both in 
one day, aſs. they winne them, itwill coft 
them hote liquor, for-our Generall gaue com- 
maund to burne ſome Townes neere vnto vs, be- 
cauſe the Enemie ſhall not Intrench his Forces 
neere vs, andthe Boores that dwelt in them haue 
brought their Goods into our Towne, and they 
themſelues doe worke vpon our Walles without 
the Towne, and are making halfe Moones, Scon- 
ces, Bulwarkes, Counterſcarfes, and Trenches. 


Vee hauc had lately 12, Peeces of Ordinance 
B \ from 
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fromwormes to plant vpon our Walles', beſides 
the Peeces that were planted before, which will 
encounter with them before they come at our 
Towne; and afterwards, our nimble Muskatieres 
. willſpeakethree words at once to them: Wee 
| haue inour Towne many Streetes, and in cuery 
| Strecte one Well with two Buckets of very good 
watcr, alſo a good River running thorough the 
Towne : and neuerthelefle , wee haue Vine in 
the Towne as plentifull as water, which is ſolde 
vnder three pence the quart : alſo Bread and 
Becre asgood and cheaper then in England, and 
ſo of Fleſh and other commodities. There was 
in our martch good Hogs folde tor tweluc pence 
a pcecc and vnder, alſo Pullets, Pidgions, and 
other fleſh very reaſonable. I thinke we ſhallnot 
haue the like penny-worthes when wee come to 
England : but we hope well, and purpoſe to make 
atryall of it, and now vnwilling to be roo tedi- 
ous , Iwill abruptly conclude. So remembring 
my loue and commendations to all my good 
friends,I reſt ; committing you to the protection 
of the Almighty, this 9, of March. 1621.
